“The mudden and unexpected cot 
lapse ofa tine ia Chile teapped thin 
three miners about half a ile under 
round os August ¢ Buried 
lander 700,000 tons of rock fr 
themext wo anda half months, 
the euners were especially dif 
ficult wo rescue, a8 they were 
located inthe lower teaches of 
the eine, A delicate but time 
consuming rescue operation 
trae decided upon as the best 
option. 

‘On October 3, mise 
shaped rescue capsule was 
finally launched dowa a hole 
to where the miners were 
tapped. Watching the steam 
tush from that hole into the 
tly desere air, rescuers and 
families began to worry ahout 
the intlerably hot and humid 
conditions the miners had to 


Before putting the apr 
rule co work, rescuers per 
formed test rides to assure 
that any oae mines would not 
bbe harmed inside the eapsule 
Rescue coordinator Andre 


Sougarett informed repostets that the 
‘only danger was the small posit of 
2 rock falling and blocking the capaule 
path, After multiple trial, the rescuers 
dnd families were at last convinced the 
‘operation would be successful
